Woman who scammed hotels 
gets three-year prison term

EDWARDSVILLE — An 
Edwardsville woman who mas- 
queraded as a McDonnell Doug- 
las employee and ran up bills at 
two Collinsville hotels pleaded 
guilty Tuesday to three felony 
charges. 

Janice. Alexander, 46, ded 
guilty to two counts of defraud- 
ing an inn keeper and one count 
of deceptive practice (sécond 
consecutive offense). 

Associate Judge J. Lawrence 
Keshner sentenced Alexander to 
three years in a state prison. 

Between. Sept. 26 and Oct. 1, 
1990, Alexander ran up $1,127 in 
bills at the Collinsville Holiday 
Inn.and Quality Inn. She 
as ia psychiatrist hired by 
McDonnell Douglas to assist 
laid-off company employees 

Assistant. State’s Attorney 
Duane Bailey said Alexander 
even had the name of a contact 
person at the company. But 
when hotel officials inquire? 
about the bills, the McDonnell 


Douglas em, had-no idea 
what they were talking about, 


Bailey said. as 


“It ‘was a good scam while it 
lasted,” Bailey said. 

Quality Inn officials called 
police after-they were warned 
about Alexander by Holiday Inn 
officials. Alexander remained 
convincing during a two-hour 
police interview at the hotel, but 
confessed after being taken to 
the police station. 

Bailey said Alexander has a 
history of traveling from state to 
state writing bad checks. She 
had been convicted on similar 
charges in Florida, Bailey said.

Alexander had lived in Granite 
City for a short time.

Edgar reduces his staff, 
makes other reductions 


SPRINGFIELD — Gov. Jim 
=dgar pulled out his budgetary 
knife on his second day’in office 
and cut his own staff first 
aid he was reducing 
the number of employees in the 
governor's office from the 182 
positions under former Gov. 
James Thompson to 147, at esti- 
mated savings of up te $1 million 
or about 11 percent. 
igar said he did not consider 
the staff cuts to be layoffs 
because ‘“‘everyone who worked 
Ik before knew their jobs end- 
ed when the administration 
changed 
Edgar also announced he was 
directing agencies under his con- 
trol to give him specific propos-

2 .-but serious cuts had to 
» made during the current fis- 
year or ‘‘we.would dig a 
very deep hole that would 
to get out of” in the 
arting July 1 
The number of State Police 
signed to guard Edgar and 
tate constitutional officers 
en cut by 25 percent, the 


new governor announced. He 
said that would include a ban‘on 
any State troopers traveling out 
of the country. 

Thompson and other state offi- 
cials had tome under fire for the 
cost of taking large contingents 
of bodyguards with them on for- 
eign trips: 

Edgar said spending to-date is 
running about $175 million ahead 
of the budget because of 
increased demand for govern- 
ment services, primarily welfare 
assistance from the Department 
of Public Aid. 

He also announced he has set 
up a spending control panel 
headed by Sally Jackson, his 
director. of government 
operations,-who will be joined by 
Budget Director Joan Walters 
and the new director of Central 
Management Services.

Individuals who are involved in an 
automobile accident—often. make criticat 
mistakes immediately following the colli 
sion. If a driver sustains injuries in the acc 
dent, it will be important later to prove who 
was at fault. Statements made at the.acc 
dent scene will often determine whether or 
not the injured party is ultimately compen 
sated for his injuries 

This office has obs&rved three common 
mistakes following an automobile acci 
dent. In the first place some drivers may 


Claim they are not hurt even though an in-, 


jury. may later appear. Secondly, peopie 
sometimes admit they_were at fault when 
the police arrive at the scene. No 
Statements should everbe made regarding 
fauit:Finaily, some drivers will notinsist 
on a police report, even though this can 
create major problems later. 

Two recent cases will help illustr 
what can happen in these situation s. In 
one cast, there was a collisidn in an in 
tersection, and it was apparent that driver 
A had a green light and driver B ran a red 
light. After the accident, driver 8 acknowl 
edged that he was at fault to driver A.B

Suggested to A that they not obtain a 
police report since -there-was -no-question— 
as to who-caused the accident. Driver A 
agreed to this, but later regretted this deci- 
sion, At trial, 8 claimed A ran the red light, 
and with no independent witnesses, the 
jury found that A was at fault 


In another recent case, a driver stated at’. 
the accident scene that he was not-hurt. 
The police officer wrote this in the police 
report. The next day, the driver developed 
neck and back problems, and he received 
extensive treatment for his injuries. The in- 
surance company for the driver at fault at- 
tempted to argue that the injured driver's 
medical-problems were smaginary based 
on his statement. at the accident scene. 
This statement later proved tobe an 
obstacle in attempting to negotiate a fair 

lement 

The lesson to be learned from these 
cases is that statements .at the accident 
scene can be damaging. One should be 
wary about admitting fault or commenting 
on his injuries immediately following an 
accident.
